West. Germany’ Ss 


DECISION of considerable signi-~ 
fieance has been reached by the 
Foreign Ministers of the United 
States, Britain and France regarding 


the future of Western Germany and 
the position she shall occupy in the 
West Europe defence system. .Ger- 
‘many, or at least that part of the 
country not under Soviet domination, 
is to be -integrated into the Anglo- 
French-US alliance, militarily, . politicnl- 
ly and economically. West Germany’s 
role as a military Power has been the 
chief bone of contention among the 
Big Three. Britain’s original conception 
was that she should be permitted inde- 
pendent, but restricted military forces. 
France, on the other hand could only 
conceive a rearmed West Germany as 
a segment of a European Army, ‘the 
“higher commands in which would be 
barred to Germans. France, it would 
now appear, has won her point. The 
Big Three have agreed that Germany 
shall make a contribution to the French 
proposéd European Army. . On this, 
Britain has given way. But this agree- 
ment, while important, does not resolve 
the manifold problems associated either 
with a German pence treaty or’ the 
‘future of Western -Germany. The 
Economist shrewdly comments that 
on the eve of the meeting of Foreign
